Ie Om October 3, 1941 I was assigned by General Donovan the task 
of proceeding in company with Col. Solborg to Scotland via Iceland and 
London for a three month's training course to be followed by two weeks at 
parachute school. We arrived in Glasgow December 7, 1941, proceeded to 
London where Col. Solborg arranged the details of the wdiadtin, For about 
three days the Colonel took me around to different British officers who con 
ducted interviews and briefed me as to the type of work. Wone of the officers . 
were introduced by name or Unit and the whole organization worked in great 
secrecy. . 

On approximately December 15 I arrived at the first school in Arisaig, 
Scotland. The training here lasted for about three weeks and consisted of the 
usual so-called “commando” type of work. At that time I was the only American 
in the school, which wes run entirely by Scotish commando officers and none 
coms. Relations with these men were extremely good. They were very, very 
cooperative and helpful in every way. Upon completion at Arisaig, I proceeded 
to another school near Malaig for two weeks more of the same work. Following 
this I underwent training at three other schools for varying periods of time, 
then proceeded directly to Ringway Field near Manchester, England, for para~ 
chuting. The course, consisting of six jumps, was completed in ten days. 

I fractured my left ankle on the last jump. 

I then reported to the office of COI in London, made a report, 
and was returned to Washington. Upon arrival here I was offered a commission 
in the Army, but refused it because I did not wish a direct commission. At 


this time I 1éft the organization and returned to civilian life. 
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IIe On October 26, 1942, I enlisted in the Marine Corps and proceeded 
to Paris Island. After six weeks as a drill instructor following completion 
of boot camp, I was ordered to Quantico for OCS. I was commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in the Marine Corps Reserve on April 30, 1943. After eight weeks 
more at Quantico, I was sentauial to the Training Section, Quantico, which meant 
two years in the States. Therefore, I again contacted the OSS and had an inter+ 
view with Lt. Comdre Hallowel. He pointed out that the OSS was in need of 
junior officers who had the requisite training, and particularly who had had 
considerable small boat experience prior to the ware Inasmuch as I had had 
nine years at sea, I was considered qualified for any work of this nature. 

I reported to "Q" Building, July 15, 1943, and after some delay was 
assigned to the 80 Section. Commander Hallowel was not present during this 
time, and the immediate assignment I received was to proceed to Cairo, from 
which point I was to enter Greece as a liaison officer with the resistance 
groups. Prior to leaving Washington I made a trip through the Middle West, 
interviewing radio operators with the object of choosing one who would work 
with me as operator and interpreter. The operator whom I choose,and who was 
to follow me immediately, I have never seen or heard of sincee On or about 
August 25 my orders were cut and I was alerted. Six weeks later I was still 
awaiting transportation so then I contacted Captain Hoffman as regarded my 
going to the Far Bast. Immediately following this my transportation came 
throughe . 

IlIe I left the States via steamer October 10 in company with 
various other OSS personnel. We arrived three weeks later at Arzew near Orans 
We were put into a Naval Receiving Station and told by the Naval personnel 
officer we would have to wait an indefinite length of time for further 


transportation. At that time we were full of enthusiasm, so for five days 
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Lt. (jege) Ellen and myself raised hell trying to get on to Cairo. I cone 
tacted the OSS representative, Mr. Lovering ill, who took less than no 
interest in our situation. However, I succeeded in getting Naval air trans- 
portation to Cairo at that time. 

Upon arrival in Cairo on or about November 6 I reported to it. Cole West. 
His first words were as follows: "Sit down and te21 me what they told you you 
were going to do here, because it is always interesting to see how different 
the situation really ise" I had no definite assignment in Greece or elsewhere, 
and for two days I did nothing. Fortunately, I was rooming with Major Louis Hoot, 
who had just returned from setting up the Partisan shipping line in Italye Upon 
his suggestion, and at his request, I was ordered to report to Major Coon in 
Barie . 

After waiting three days I was asked if I could leave in 30 minutes’ 


time in company with Captain Lloyd Smith. This we did, and reported to 


Alexandria where we found we were in charge of several OSS vehicles on board 

@ British liberty ship. Seven days later the ship sailed from Alexandria 

and eventually reached Taranto, Italy, sixteen days out of Alexandria. We were 
given no orders for this trip, and therefore Smith hitchehiked to Bari. I 
telephoned SBS Bari and asked for Major Coon. I was told he had been relieved, 
and I was to deal with Major Koch. Koch told me to stay aboard the ship until 
the vehicles were unloaded, inasmuch as that was about a most important thing 
that was doing in SBS at the time. This I did and reported to Beri om December 5+ 


Fortunately, after an unsatisfactory meeting with Mejor Koch and Major 


Weil, I met Captain Hans Tofte and through him I was assigned to the Shipping 
Section at SBS. Three hours after arrival in Bari I was working on the docks 
with Captain _Tofte and Lt. Thompson on the Partisan shipping line. This was 


the first time since joining OSS I was associated with men who were really doing 
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a job. Captain Tofte, Lt. Thompson; Lt. Ellen, who had come through from 
Oran to Bari, were working om an average of sixteen hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

The shipping operation at thet time was handling 45 Partisan steamers, 
schooners and motor vessels, and attending to the almost unlimited and very 
complex details of such an operation. “aptain Tofte, who had taken over from 
Major Hoot, had established a magnificant liaison with the Yugoslavian Partisanse 
They had implicit faith in his judgment and the whole operation was examplary in 
every respect. In addition to the straight shipping operation, Captain Tofte 
was fighting an up-hill battle with the Royal Navy and with various British 
officars in Bari who were jealous of the American position at that time. He 
was greatly handicapped in having absolutely no support from his organization, 
SBS; and in fact, Major Koch, Commander McBane, and Major Weil did everything 
in their power to hinder the operations 

On December 6, the British decided they could break up the operation by 
forcing us to move away from the port of Bari altogether. Caption Tofte made. 
a quick reconnaissance trip thirty-five miles down the coast and choose the 
port of Yonopoli from which to carry out further operations. On December 7, 

I was appointed in charge of establishing a new base at Monopolie We loaded 
75 picked Partisans, including stevedores, shipwrights, machinists, and office 
personnel aboard the 350 ton Partisan steamer STON and proceeded to Nonopoli. 
The following day five Partisan schooners came in to be loaded. Upon arrival 
in Monopoli, I was met by a Lieutenant of the Royal Navy who was a thorough= 
going obstructionist. In spite of him we managed to load the schooner ORION 
in twenty-three hours, including all night work by lantern light. The ORION 
was dispatched for the Yugoslav island of Vis with 400-tons of hand grenades, 


rifles, ammmition, clothing, flour and high octane gage 
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During the next two weeks virtually the entire Bari shipping organi~ 
zation of Yugoslav Partisans moved down to our new base at Monopoli. We 
requisitioned warehouses, barracks, lighters, automobiles, and whatever Was 
required, with a free hand at this time. On about the 18th of Decenber I 
was joined by Lt. Thompson and two enlisted men. Captain fofte remained in 
Bari to fight the Royal Navy and to try and reduce the damage being done to 
the Partisan cause by Major Koch, Lt. Comdr. NcBane and Major Weil. At this 
time the situation in the Yugoslav islands was somewhat precarious. The only 
American cfficer there, Captain Benson, was suddenly ordered to report to Cairo, 
thus leaving no American personnel whatsoever along the Yugoslav wietks 

Unfortunately, this coincided with a German offensive on the Island 
of Koreula, which threatened tp make untenable the Partisan foothold in that 
areae Therefore, Captain Tofte decided that I should proceed at once to the 
islands for two reasons: First, to handle the off-loading of ships from 
Italy, and Second, that there should be at least a token representation of the 
American flag. On Christmas day I arrived at the Island of Hvar aboerd a 
British LCI, From tvar I crossed to Koreule the following night in a Partisan 
launche At this time approximately 3,500 German and Usteshi troops, well 
equipped, and with four tanks and air cover, were driving some 1500 ill-equipped 
Partisans off the Island. There was constant dive bombing by Stukas and 
MB-109's, Duriaz the entire time, no Allied aircraft were seene 

On the night of the 29th we evacuated Korcula entirely, leaving 
perhaps three hundred Partisans in the hills and at various spots about the 
Islmd. We returned to Hvar, and for two days were subjected to heavy and 
frequent dive bombing by Stukas, apparently in preparation for an assault 
on that Islende On December 30 I was standing on the back porch of the 


Partisan HQ with Col. Mgnola when four Stukas attacked that particular buildinge 


No hits were scored, but five civilians were killed and a number wounded 
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nearby. The following day, while driving in a Fiat to inspect the Partisan 
line of defense, we ‘nibs strafed, the driver being killed before he could get 
out from under the wheel. Two days later I crossed from Hvar to Vis on the 
70=foot Partisan schooner which had over 400 women and children refugees 
aboard. The trip was made without trouble. | 

Vis at that time was virtually a young Gibraltar, having some 5,000 
erack Partisan troops, most of whom were veterans of fighting in Bosniae 
However, over 6,000 refugees were living in a town the normal population of 
which was 1200. They had no clothing, blankets, or shoes, and the food 
allowance was 1/4 lb. of bread per day per family. I took it upon myself 
to have a conference with the local Commandant and Commissar. At that time 
they still had a very sincere and implicit faith in American aid. They did . 
not realize that in every instance the final decision rested with the British. 
Inasmuch as the British showed no intention of a mass evacuation to the 
safety of Italy, I was determined to return to Bari and endeavor to arrange same. 

Upon arrival in Bari I found that Captain Tofte and Lt. Thompson had 
had an open clash with the senior officers in SBS; therefore, SBS took not 
the slightest interest in the conditions on the other side of ‘the Adriatic. 
So far as I could see, they were completely occupied in determining who was 
to be the commanding officer at Bearie I believe had they intervened with 
the British on behalf of the Partisan refugees, the evacuation process could 
have been tremendously expedited. However, it was necessary for Captain 
Tofte to deal with the British without the backing of our organization, and 
therefore ell negotiations were fruitless. 

On about January 4,Tofte, Thompson, Ellen and myself decided that 
the situation was intolerable. We therefore got together with Major Koch, 


who had more or less emerged as the commanding officer, and told him that 
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unless we were authorized te really operate, and unless SBS would give us the 
requisite support, we wished to have nothing mere to de with the whole situation, 
Captain Tofte presented this sentiment in a very cool and quiet end avsolutely 
atraight.formard namer, but Mejor Koch immediately took the attitude that it 
was somo sort of “mutiny,” and Lt. Ellen and myself ware ordered to report to 
Headquarters im Jeri ex have nothing more to do with the shipping situations 

The Partisan officers iu cherge realized the situation and were very much 
distressed that a heretofore effective team of mm should be so absolutely 
broken upe I reported to Major Kosh, and he told me he wanted me to learn his 
system of operating at Bari HQs He said he considered I had been led astray by 
Tefte and Thompson, and was to have nothing whatsoover to do with them. Se 
for the following week I sat around Headquarters doing notidnge Major Koch was 
very much worried about the shipping situation, inssmoh as at that time it 
was fax and away the biggest and most effeotive 085 operation in that 
Theater, and he realized that he nat/eaie capable of replacing Tofte and 
Thompson, However, with complete disregard for the operation, Tofte and 
Thoypson were relleved of their duties end replaced by one Lt, Jacobs, former 
Bari Adjutant, whe knew nothing whatsoever of the situation, the business, or the 
Partisans, and what’s more, who cared lessd 

A good indieation of Major Koch's apprehension was that he ordered 
Tofte and Thompson to leave the Partisans without telling then they were leaving, 
whieh they did. ‘Thompson was made finance officer at Bari, and Tofte was 
gort of kept on the shelf in the background. At this time I requested transfer 
to another theater of operations imusdietely. It is my understending that ny 
request did not go forward through channels the way it should have done by 
military regulation, Colonels Toulmin and ‘est were called in from Cairo to 
handle what was referred to ot that time as the “Tof'te-T Hesal 1 ton 
situation.” Their decision was that Thompson and myself were to resain in 
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Bari and Tofte to proceed to Cairo for further assignment. This situation 
was intolerable but we opaped orderse Lt. Ellen was again assigned to the 
Shipping Operation in order that one SBS officer who was capable might 
represent use | 

IV. On approximately January 20, Major Koch comaissioned me to 
procure, equip, man and operate a small Itslian fishing vessel which would 
be capable of rumning agents and small quantities of materiel to the Albanian 
coast at night. At this time there were ten exeRoyal Yugeslav Navy motor 
' torpedo boats tied up in Brindisi doing nothing. They had been seized by 
the Italians when Italy declared war on Yugoslavia, and due to British 
high politics were never released to the Partisans who needed them vitally. 

Therefore, after considerable hokus-pokus and argument with British and 
Italian authorities, we requisitioned a 50-foot Italian fishing boat capable 
of ‘ maximum of eight kmotse I secured a very capable Partisan crew, and in 
about two weeks ' time we were based at the port of Otranto, ready for operation. 
For the first two trips we were forced to so unarmed because the SBS supply 
department said they could not get machine guns. Between the 15th of February 
and the first of April we made 10 trips to Albania and to the Greek islands 
north of Corfu. However, after about threo trips, the British Royal Navy 
let us know that it was against their policy for what they termed “a private 
navy" to operate in British waters. Therefore, they began making it extremely 
difficult to carry out our operations as planned by the Albanianand Greek 
desks in Bari. 

On one occasion, we were unloading at our pinepoint near Cape 
Linquette, which was a very treacherous coast, and the following incident 
occurred: We had off=loaded seven tons of rifles and amaunition and one 


OSS misgion when I was informed by the British officer in charge on the beach 
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that we must take away with us 60 Italian soldiers and two officers who had 
escaped from Greece, and who were jeopardizing the security of the British 
Kission at this pin-point. 

We were in an expoced position with the moon, near full, due to rise 
in an houre We had passed two German E-boats on the way ine However, we 
agreed to load these men, or at least as many as we could before 2 asme, at 
which time it was imperative that we leave in order to reach the mine fields 
off Italy by daylight. I returned from the beach to the vessel with 9 
Italians, and assumed the British would supervise the embarkation of the 
balance of the men from the beach. The sea as increasing, and for 45 minutes 
we lay within 40 feet of rock cliffs on either side and -waiting for the boats 
to come off. Repeated attempts to signal the shore were not answered. Finally 
I took Platoon Sgt. John Harnicker of the Marine Corps and went in to see what 
was the matter. The surf was very heavy, and we swamped the boat going ine 
However, the boat was not damaged. 

| Upon arrival I found six bodies by a cave, and the balance of the 

Italians huddled around their officers. These six had drowned while trying to 
get through the surf, and it developed that the entire British mission, some 
dozen men, had gone off to their camp and left no one to supervise the loading. 
We sent a message to the British Major in charge, and he sent back his Sgte 
seying that he was too busy to come down. 

Therefore, with the time having run out, I told the senior Italian officer 
I would take five more men and return to the ship. After four attempts we 
made it, and at this time I discovered both the Italian pitas had deserted 
their men to get back to Italy. My first mate, who was a Partisan Captain, and 
spoke Italian fluently, ordered the Italian officers to go back to their men, 
but they refused. Therefore, the mate beat them both up with a piece of wood that 


was hendy. 
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We then departed for Italy and made the return trip without event. 
After thie I contacted the Albanian desk in Bari, and told them that unless 
we were to have the full cooperation of the British on the reception end, 
that it was foolish to risk property and good sonpeune on such an operation. 
While this was being thrashed out we made three more trips to an island North 
of Corfu and finally it was decided that the British would take the operation 
over altogether and put it in their shipping poole This would not have been 
necessary had 8BS really fought for its rightful participation in what was 
called “Allied effort." | 

Ve. For three weeks following this I was in hospital with jaundice. 
My next assignment was on Operation DRAVO, working with Lt. thennaieits whe 
had finally been allowed to return to operational work after having done penance 
as finance officer all this while. The mission of the Dravo Operation was 

‘conceived entirely by Lt. Thompson, and it is a great testimonial to his 
ability that the following series of events took place. ‘Thompson worked out « 
detailed implementation plan with the aid of Lt. like Mitchell, and presented 
it to Major Kech. 

Major Koch was not particularly enthused, but agreed to pass it on to 
the British for approval, even though he said it was impracticable. This 
operation, I assume, is fully covered elsewhere, but briefly, it was to be a 
coordinated attack on German lines of communication in northern Yugoslavia 
through which practically all German materiel and personnel would eventually 
have to retreat. Brigadier General Miles, in command of all operations in 
Yugoslavia, was called in, and Lt. Thompson presented the plan in full | 
detail. The Brigadier was obviously impressed by it, and said that he was 
amazed that such an operation should have been conceived by SBS, because it 


fitted in absolutely perfectly with a very large-scale British operation 
known as SLUMBERLAND that he was working one Thompson was adamant that in 
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this operation American personnel should have a clear-cut, precise portion 
of the whole job, and would be responsible for carrying out same. Major Koch 
did not think this was particularly important, but fortunately Commander Green, 
who at this time relieved him, saw the thing the same way Thompson did, and 
we went ahead on that basis. 

The first phase of this operation was to run approximately 40 tons of explo} 
sives and materiel into the northern Dalmetion coast, from which point they 
would be carted to the various objeutives. I was authorized to proceed on 
@ reconnaissance trip to determine the best route for such supplies to move 
over. On about June 15, in company with Sgt. Hernicker, I proceeded to Vis 
via Partisan steamer. At this time there was no Allied persomel in the 
northern islands, but we soon found that the British were planning to send 
missions up, and it looked to us suspiciously like they did not want to be 
left out of anything. 

We travelled north nighttimes on small Partisan launches which were 
forced to hide in the day time in coves with pine trees camoflaging them. 
These boats were ordinarily fishing boats which had been converted into what 
the Yugoslavs laughingly called the "Partisan Navy." Their armor plate was 
two partitions of boards filled in with rocks, and a number of captured mti« 
tenk guns and Bredas were mounted when possible. During the three weeks 
trip we covered the entire route, contacting local Partisan commands who were 
jubilant over such a proposed operation, 

They offered to pe ren every way, supplying us boats, manpower, 
cemoflaged dumps and whatever we needed. Over this section of the coast there 
was no Allied air cover, but the only German planes which were active were. 
obsolete training planes from which 50-1b. fragmentation bombs were thrown 
by hand. We worked out a tentative operation schedule, and, before returning, 


the Partisans had detailed loading gangs and boats to be used over the entire 
250 mile routee They even contacted their men on the mainland who were to 
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pack the materiel over the Vdebit Mts. from which point pack animale could 
take it the rest of the waye Upon returning to Bari I Found that by a series 
ef diplomatic twists the entire operation had passed into British hands, and 
S85 was to have no part in it whatseever. At this point I again requested 
transfer into another theater with the same result as before. 

Vie For the following six weeks I was assigned to various prospestive 
operations, mone of which materialised. Uowever, in the beginning of August 
I was assigned to the operation HACIENDA, attached to the 15th Air Foree Air 
Rescue Unite Our job was te land in central Croatia and proceed in the 
general direction of the Hungarian border, picking up airmen who had been 
shot down while returning from bombing missionss We landed in Partisan 4th 
Corps HQ area on August 22. I was accompanied by Sgt. Hernicker and Radleman 
Srd Class Rajocic, After a conference with the Partisan Corps Command and 
with Captain George Selvig, who was the senior Allied officer in this aiesion 
and who was doing a very fine job of work, it was decided we would proceed 
overland to the 6th Corps in Slovenias 

We started out with a Partisan Battalion, and as far as the Sava 
river had their unlimited cooperation, Whenever it was netessary to cross 
the German lines they readily detached up to three battalions to make the 
erossing possible, one battalion attecking on cither flank while we went 
seross in the middle of the thirds We found the troops as a whole to be 
very illeequipped. Approximately one-third had shoes, and as a rule there 
was one blanket for every two meme However, thoir spirit was magnificent, 
and they showed remarkable training and discipline, Our only method of 
"repayment was with olgarettes, of which we had some 70 cartons. 

Upon arrival at Slavonia Headquarters wo met a situation which is 
rather typical of all 03S operations in Yugoslavia. Upon reaching this 


point we were greeted by 10 (SS men, complete with paratroop boots, insignia, 
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and enough equipment for at least a Partisan Battalion. They had lended 
there ostensibly to get into Hungary. However, there was no set plan as 
to how they would get there, and it developed that the border was so strongly 
held they could not go any further. Therefore, after living off the Parti- 
sans for upwards of three weeks, they flew back to Bari. It is this kind 
of operation which makes an American really look foolish. The Partisans 
are absolutely unable to understand how or even why we operate. 

We found no airmen in this vicinity so decided to push on to the 
northeast, paralleling the Hungarian border until we had reached Slovenias 
The journey was somewhat complicated by the presence of the infamous Coasack 
division, of which nothing was known in Barie This division of some 9,000 
‘niet ads beautifully equipped and 100 per cent mounted, and enjoyed the reputa- | 
tion of being the most fanatical opposition the Partisans met in all Yugoe 
slaviae However, due to Partisan knowledge and experience, we were passed 
through without incident. 

Upon arrival in 10th Corps (about 45 miles east of Zagreb), we found 
it impossible to go further north, as the Germans were beginning to evacuate 
Zagreb, because at this time the Russians were coming through the Iron gate and 


inte Serbia. As was usually the case, the Partisans showed considerable 


regard for our safety. They were at all times reluctant to see Allied personnel 


go on anything that was really dangerous, and in this instance they sent two 
battalions against the German line, both of which were repulsed with heavy 
losses. Over a period of two weeks we collected nine airmen who had been 
shot down close to the Hungarian border and brought in by the Partisans.e 

It is standard operating procedure with the Partisans that they are to sacri- 
fice 15 men for one of our airmen if need be. This has been consistently 


carried oute 


These men were evacuated via American aircraft to Italy. It was 


It was interesting to note that wherever American aircraft landed regularly, 
unless American personnel was present on the ground, the British had told the 
local people that both the planes and the personnel in them were Britishe 

Also the British were very clever in sending in to the Partisans only 

equipment which had a certain British look about it. We spent a good deal of 
the time opening up battle dress to show the Partisans the words, “Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,” which was on nineetenths of it. 

Due to the fact thet we could not go further, and that the. air field 
was under control of an RAF mission, it was decided in Bari to evacuate. our 
entire mission. This was done by B25 in the afternoon of September 26 
without event. Upon return to Italy I received orders to report to Washington 
for reassienment. 

In looking back over my relation with the Partisans, one thing is very 
strong in my mind. At the beginning, merely by the fact that we were 
Amorican, we found aisecites in an enormously strong position. Every place 
I have been there was a very sincere and widespread affection and respect 
for anything American. However, toward the end of our work there was a 
notiseable change, which I believe, was because the people were bewildered 
by our lack of a conorete policy. 

We came in there promising big things, and in the long run did 
almost nothing, in spite of the sincere efforts of a group of junior officers, 
and particularly of men such as the late Major Linn Farish, Major Carl Coon, 
Eli Popovich, Tofte, Thompson and many, many others too numerous to mention. 
The net result has been that our position in the Balkans has deteriorated 
imneasurably. All of it mizht not be so bad if we had learned some lessons 
from it, but in Italy today, after about a year of experience, those officers 


in control are even more befuddled than they were at the outset. 
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Another very serious thing has been the question of the morale of the 
junior officers and enlisted men who were in Italy. With few exceptions, 
every last man was there because he wanted to de a job, and after a period 
of weeks end months and months of idleness or futile, proposed operations, 
the morale situation was one best described as tragice 

Sometime last Spring the so-called "Goodfellow Mission" came through 
and interviewed everybody at some length. On the Island of Vis they were 
met by junior officers who carried notes of complaints written out so that they 
might not forget anything. Most of these complaints were directed against 
their commanding officers. Approximately a month later their commanding 
officer was promoted to Colonel, and the men were dispersed to various head- 
quarters. The result of this is that ajl men coming back from the Middle 
Fast Theater find it next to impossible to believe any glowing promises as 
_ to future operations in the Far Fast. Upon arrival here one is told that the 
situation is "different,* but this is almost impossible to believe. 

It requires no great ability to look ahead and see that in both” 
China and Spain there will be pretty much a repetition of all that transpired 
in Yugoslavia. I feel that the sooner we realize that this war is one of 
National Liberation for the heretofore fascist governed peoples of the world, 
the sooner our war effort will reach its maximim of effectiveness.
